the Mississippi Legislature. At the outset the Senate bill 
(No. 1608) says its purpose is “fostering, encouraging and 
vigorously enforcing the prohibition laws”, However, a 
later statement provides “the procedure for a tounty to 
follow in voting itself out from under the provisiong of 
the prohibition law”, making it clear that the real purpose 
of these bills is to bring legalized liquor to Mississippi. 

The Baptist Record, as a matter of policy, does not 
seek to dictate the actions of the legislature. Nevertheless, 
when a moral issue, or one that affects our churches is in- 
volved, there is obligation to speak out and make our posi- 
tion known. These bills definitely relate to a moral issue, 
therefore we cannot keep silent. ? 

There has been an appeal for the issues to be faced 
honestly and without hypocricy. It is in that spirit that 
this statement of position is made. 

Such bills, enacted into law, would not solve our liquor 
problems, but only ; ke them worse. The possibility of 
the legalization of liquor is like a shadow over Mississippi. 

Instead of passing the proposed measures the legisla- 
ture should carry out the “mandate” of the people of Mis- 
sissippi. Seven and one-half years ago, in a statewide ref- 
erendum, the citizens of this state voted almost two to one 
against local option and for the enforcement of our prohibi- 
tion laws. This is the last time that the people have been 
given opportunity to speak on this matter. 

Why should the proposed bills be defeated? There are 
many reasons. We shall discuss some of them here, and 
also consider some of the arguments for their passage,

It is the highest budget goal 
in the Convention's history. 

For operations ef the agen- 
cies, the Executive Committee 
proposes that $13,938,500 be dis- 
tributed. Another $4,575,000 is 
for capital needs, and the ad- 
vance goal (after the operating 
and capital needs are met) is 
$1% million. . | 

The proposed budget goes 
next to the floor of the South- 
ern Baptist Convention at Mi- 
ami Beach May 17-20 for ap- 
proval,

Baptist Record Begins

The Baptist Record and the 
Mississippi Baptist Convention 
Board on Tuesday of this week 
joined with 18 other state Bap- 
tist offices and Southern Bap- 
tist Convention agencies in a 
vast teletype network for the 
purpose of speeding and expan- 
ding communications between 
all the centers. 

This is believed to, be the first 
such modern system to be in- 
stalled by a major religious 
body in the United States and 
is being adopted on a six-month 
experimental basis. 

The new system will enable 
the various centers to transmit 
news and events immediately, 
making it possible for all state 
papers and denominational pub- 
lications to: present the news 
more quickly and more fully. 

Formerly By Mail 

In the past-most news releases 
have been handled by mail with 
the often resultant delays but 
under the new system the news 
will be received at all points 
within minutes after it is sent. 

The new teletype system will 
enable the Baptist Building to 
receive messages all during the 
day from all points and leaders 
will have their most vital infor- 
mation that can be used in the 
advancement of the work al- 
though it may not appear in the 
Baptist Record for several days.
